THE distraught mother of a five-month- 
old baby girl who contracted meningitis 
while living in the family’s “damp and 
overcrowded” council flat is calling on the 
authority to rehouse them. 

Christi Baker (19) said doctors at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital had told her conditions in the 
cramped one-bedroom apartment in Longbanks 
could have increased the chances of baby Tia con¬ 
tracting the potentially fatal bacterial infection - 
and may precipitate the spread of the illness to oth¬ 
ers living there. 

But when she contacted Harlow Council to 
enquire about a move, she was told the family’s 
circumstances did not make them a priority case. 


“I don’t know what to do,” she told the Star this 
week. “How can I bring my baby girl back to our 
damp and overcrowded flat when I’ve been told it 
could have played a part in her getting ill in the first 
place?” 

Christi shares the flat with husband Tex (25), a 
fire prevention officer, and her two children - a 
one-year-old son also named Tex and baby Tia. She 
said they had complained about the size and state of 
their accommodation ever since the family moved 
in last April. 

“The window frames were rotting away when we 
got here and still haven’t been replaced,” she said. 
“We get water streaming down the inside of the 
windows and the flat is always damp, which means 
we’re constantly fighting a losing battle against 
mould. 

“On top of that, we’re so short of space that Tia 
has to sleep in a Moses basket on the floor of the 


living room while we sleep on a sofabed. We’ve not 
even got room for a cot.” 

A number of medical studies have identified a 
clear link between poor housing and the spread of 
viral and bacterial infections, including a detailed 
2006 study commissioned by housing charity 
Shelter which found that children living in over¬ 
crowded conditions were 10 times more likely to 
contract meningitis. 

Harlow Council has also been sent a letter from 
the office of the consultant paediatrician looking 
after Tia’s case explaining that damp, cramped con¬ 
ditions “may precipitate the spread” of meningitis. 

But a council spokesman said housing inspectors 


visited the flat yesterday morning (Wednesday) and 
considered the property to be in a satisfactory state 
of repair, adding that the family were not eligible 
for a move as they had lived there for less than a 
year. 

However, he added: “To reassure the family we 
have agreed to bring forward work to replace the 
wooden windows and front door in the property. 
We are also arranging for the loft to be insulated. 

“The Baker family are not currently eligible for 
a move as they do not yet have secure status as ten¬ 
ants. Once they have qualified for a transfer then, 
like other tenants on the transfer register, they will 
become eligible to bid for a larger property.”

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Fire chief rules out redundancies and station closures 


FIREFIGHTERS in Harlow have been 
assured their jobs are safe as the county’s 
fire chiefs prepare to slash £10m from the 
budget in the wake of Government spending 
cuts. 

Cost-cutting proposals put forward by 
Essex County Fire & Rescue Service - due 
to be discussed in more detail later this 
month - include a freeze on recruitment, 
while some stations elsewhere in Essex will 
lose full-time firefighters in favour of 
retained crews. 

Chief fire officer David Johnson said 
cutbacks were inevitable but added the 
authority could guarantee there would be no 


redundancies for uniformed staff during the 
next two years. 

“We have pledged to do all we can to 
ensure that those people working with us 
today who want to be with us in four years’ 
time will have a job to do,” he said. 

“The plans we will outline to members 
will help us to deliver reductions by natural 
attrition over the next two years without 
compulsory redundancies or retirements 
and they also deliver change without station 
closures and without any reduction in the 
number of frontline fire appliances serving 
the county.” 

But the Fire Brigades Union has criticised 


the proposals, claiming that fewer full-time 
firefighters at frontline stations elsewhere in 
Essex will compromise the safety of the 
public. 

Essex FBU secretary Mick Rogers said: 
“These cuts fall short of the Armageddon 
scenario senior managers had spent the last 
few months warning us all of, but they still 
represent the biggest frontline cuts ever seen 
in the history of ECFRS. 

“We are yet to measure the impact this 
will have on members of the public but any 
reduction in frontline resources will invari¬ 
ably be to the detriment of those requiring 
our 999 services.” 


Flu admissions at 
PAH f as expected'

A SEASONAL rise in the number of 
patients admitted to Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital suffering from flu 
during the past few weeks is not a 
cause for concern, according to health 
chiefs 

While parts of the country reported short¬ 
ages of the flu vaccine and experts warned of 
a surge in cases as children returned to school, 
the PAH NHS Trust said admissions were at a 
level which had been anticipated and there 
was no problem with its stock of vaccine. 

“Like many other NHS hospitals, PAH has 
reported a rise in the number of patients pre¬ 
senting themselves at A&E with flu like 
symptoms over the past few weeks,” said a 
trust spokeswoman 

“However, the seasonal admissions are not 
beyond what is expected at this time of year.” 

According to Dr Anne McConville, acting 
regional director of public health, the picture 
is similar across West Essex. 

“Overall community infection rates for sea¬ 
sonal flu remain within the thresholds expect¬ 
ed at this time of the year in most areas of the 
region,” she said this week. 

“A small number of people in the region 
have become very sick from flu and have 
received treatment at hospital.” 

The three strains of the virus - H1N1 swine 
flu, H3N2 seasonal flu and flu B - are a par¬ 
ticular risk for the elderly, pregnant women 
and under fives. Other high risk groups 
include those with long-term conditions or 
compromised immune systems. 

“This year’s seasonal flu vaccine gives pro¬ 
tection against H1N1 and the other current 
strains of flu virus,” said Dr McConville. 

“I would like to reiterate that people in any 
of the ‘at risk’ groups should have the flu vac¬ 
cine if they have not already as it will give 
them the best protection against the virus.” 

Symptoms of seasonal flu can include a 
high temperature, unusual tiredness, head¬ 
ache, sore throat, a loss of appetite, coughing, 
diarrhea and vomiting. 

Those suffering from high fever, breathing 
problems or have symptoms for more than 10 
days should contact a doctor.

DEVELOPERS behind plans for the 
residential redevelopment of a multi¬ 
storey car park in Harlow town cen¬ 
tre face opposition from the organisa¬ 
tion set up to preserve and protect the 
town’s heritage. 

Luminus has submitted a formal planning 
application for the construction of 170 
apartments on the site of the NCP multi¬ 
storey car park in Kitson Way. 

It proposes to demolish the car park and 
replace it with a “tall and slender tower” 
made up of one, two and three bedroom 
flats, a podium with communal areas and 
parking and a commercial boulevard of 
shops and cafes providing a new pedestrian 
route into the town centre. 

Approximately 56 (around 30 per cent) of 
the 170 proposed flats will be designated as 
affordable housing. 

But this week Harlow Civic Society vice- 
chairman John Curry told the Star the pro¬ 
posed development was “out of sync” with 
plans to regenerate the town centre as a 
whole and said the group would be opposing 
the project. 

“This is another example of the piecemeal 
approach that has been taken so far in rede¬ 
veloping the northern end of the town cen¬ 
tre,” he said. 

“If Harlow Council isn’t careful we’re 
going to end up with a regeneration project 
that lacks sense and coherence. 

“Luminus are clearly itching to plough 
ahead with this unnecessary development 


All-party support for reform 
of councillors' voting rules 


COUNCILLORS have welcomed Govern¬ 
ment plans to scrap rules banning members 
from voting on issues on which they have 
previously expressed an opinion. 

The new Localism Bill currently going 
through Parliament will change the law to 
allow councillors to campaign and comment 
on local issues without forfeiting their vote. 

Local Government Minister Grant Shapps 
has written to councils informing them of the 
changes to the predetermination rules. 

“It is ridiculous that a community can vote 
for someone standing on a particular issue, 
only for that person to be barred from talking 
about it once in office,” he said. “Councillors 
must be given the freedom to properly repre¬ 
sent the views of their constituents.” 

Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson 
described the move as “good for democracy” 
and said it would allow councillors to act with 
greater transparency. 

“With the public sector under huge scruti¬ 
ny, we need to ensure that elected councillors 


act in the most transparent way possible,” he 
said. “They may be elected with strong views 
on a local issue and it is frankly bizarre that 
this same strong opinion renders them inca¬ 
pable of taking part in the democratic process 
on planning issues. 

“This move will be good for democracy 
and is long overdue.” 

Liberal Democrat group leader Chris 
Millington said: “It has got increasingly con¬ 
fusing for the public to know what their coun¬ 
cillor can and can’t do, especially as it can 
often look like councillors are copping out of 
their responsibilities. 

“I think the entire local authority will wel¬ 
come this as it will solve an issue that has 
been increasingly difficult and confusing for 
both the public and councillors alike.” 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson told 
the Star: “Whilst I clearly have the view that 
the coalition government has been a disaster 
for people in this town, on this particular issue 
I do see the sense in what they are saying.” 


Businessman 

A FORMER councillor who suspected 
his partner was having an affair with a 
priest has been cleared of attempting to 
kill her. 

A jury at Chelmsford Crown Court 
was told estate agent Leo McKnight 
(60) had lured Marcia McKnight (31) 
into the garden of their home in Epping 
Road, Roydon, before attacking her 
with a metal bar. 

But Mr McKnight claimed a stranger 
had attacked them both and said Ms 
McKnight had tried to frame him. 

He also claimed to have found texts 
on his former partner’s mobile phone 


and make some money out of their land, but 
there’s obviously been no real thought put 
into how this will marry up with redevelop¬ 
ment elsewhere.

Luminus, which is currently in the 
process of converting the adjacent Joseph 
Rank House into residential apartments, 
held a public exhibition at the Harlow 
Playhouse in November to seek public feed¬ 
back on the proposals. 

A spokeswoman said: “Luminus Devel¬ 
opments were happy to have the opportunity 
to speak with local residents at the exhibi¬ 
tion, which was well-attended and well- 
received. 

“The new development will better inte¬ 
grate the site with the town centre and pres¬ 
ent a more inviting and attractive face to the 
junction of Haydens Road and Fourth 
Avenue 

“The proposals will help to realise 
Harlow Council’s vision for the town centre- 
by providing a vibrant, commercially suc¬ 
cessful, mixed-use scheme which will create 
a strong sense of place.”

from a priest which said “I love you” 
and “I cannot wait to hold you”.

During the trial the court had heard 
that Ms McKnight, who had changed 
her name by deed poll, was fixated on 
getting married but divorcee Mr 
McKnight refused despite the couple 
having four children together. 

The jury was told she then stopped 


sleeping with him because her priest 
told her she could not have a sexual 
relationship outside marriage if she 
wanted to take Holy Communion. 

As their 10-year relationship deterio¬ 
rated, she met another man on a psychic 
advice line and visited him in Scotland. 
He proposed after only their first meet¬ 
ing and the couple planned to wed in 
Gretna Green. 

She moved to Long Acre, Harlow, in 
June of last year but it was alleged Mr 
McKnight lured her back to their 
Roydon home a few weeks later on the 
pretext that he had a parcel for her. The 


prosecution claimed he then swung a 
metal bar “like a baseball bat” and hit 
her over the head with it. 

Mr McKnight, a former Epping 
Forest district councillor, denied the 
charge and said a man with blond hair 
came into their garden as Ms McKnight 
was counting £300 he had just given her, 
striking her from behind with a wooden 
object before grabbing the money. 

He said the mystery assailant then 
attacked him and knocked him out. 

He told the jury Ms McKnight had 
deliberately planned the attack to set 
him up and get him out of the way.

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Town's branch of HMV 'unlikely' to be axed 


THE Harlow branch of HMV 
looks to have escaped the axe 
after the firm revealed plans to 
close 40 of its UK stores. 

The company, which also owns 
the Waterstones chain of book¬ 
shops, announced it would be 


closing shops in larger towns and 
cities with multiple branches. 

An HMV spokesman said: 
“The closure total amounts to less 
than 10 per cent of our outlets and 
will be unlikely to have any 
impact on places like Harlow as 


they will be made largely in big 
city centres where there are mul¬ 
tiple stores.” 

The drastic measures come 
after shares for the group plunged 
by more than 20 per cent, with 
Christmas sales highlighted as 


being particularly weak. 

There are currently 285 HMV 
shops and 312 Waterstone’s out¬ 
lets in the UK. Reports have said 
that 40 HMV branches and 20 
Waterstone’s bookshops could be 
closing over the next 12 months. 


Callous con pair 
stole from OAPs 


TWO heartless thieves who preyed on 
two elderly people in Harlow by pos¬ 
ing as water board officials before 
robbing their victims have been sent 
to prison. 

Edward Rodmell, (36), from Forest Hill 
in south London, was jailed for six years 
while his partner in crime, Stephanie 
Greenley (26), of no fixed address, was sen¬ 
tenced to 30 months. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard the pair 
told a 90-year-old woman that four gold 
rings on her hand had caused a problem 
with her water supply and needed to be 
removed for testing. 

Another victim in her 80s was robbed of 
items worth around £2,000 after Rodmell 
and Greenley conned their way into her

home on the pretext of testing her bath 
water. 

Rodmell, who had previously received 
two prison sentences for similar offences 
committed in the 1990s, pleaded guilty to 
charges of burglary, handling stolen goods 
and false representation when he sold the 
gold rings to a pawnbroker. 

Greenley had already been sentenced at 
an earlier hearing after pleading guilty to 
burglary and asking for six similar matters 
to be taken into consideration. 

Prosecutor David Wilson told the court 
on Friday that, following the burglary at the 
home of the 90-year-old woman in August 


last year, police arrested the pair as they 
made a ftirther attempt to gain entry to her 
home the next day. 

Sarah Steggles, representing Rodmell, 
urged the judge to allow him to attend a res¬ 
idential drug rehabilitation course. 

She said he had made a concerted effort 
to deal with an addiction to drugs and point¬ 
ed out that there had been no violence, dam¬ 
age caused or weapon involved in either 
incident. 

But sending him to prison, Judge Charles 
Gratwicke said: “Tricking an elderly lady 
into letting you into her home is a despica¬ 
ble offence. 

“It is not your first occasion before the 
courts for similar offences. Your behaviour 
would fill any decent person with disgust 
and revulsion.”

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Bus firm to revive 
town-to-town link

A BUS link between Harlow and Rom¬ 
ford is be restored just 18 months after 
it was axed. 

Despite a 600-name passenger petition, 
Arriva pressed ahead with its decision to ter¬ 
minate the 500 route in Ongar, 12 miles 
short of its original destination in 2008. 

But now bus operator Travels With Hunny 
has come to the rescue of disgruntled com¬ 
muters by announcing it plans to launch a 
new Monday to Saturday service running 
between Harlow bus station and Romford 
town centre. 

Starting on February 14, the X5 will stop 
at Epping, Loughton and Debden on the one- 
hour journey, with buses running at two-and- 
a-half hour intervals five times a day. 

TWH director Chris Hunn said: “We 
knew that alterations to the Arriva service 
left a lot of passengers very unhappy, so we 
decided to set up the X5 to cater for that 
demand. 

“Although the service does not call at as 
many stops as the 500 used to, the overall 
journey time has been reduced considerably 
and it still serves all the main towns on the 
route. 

“We’re really trying to do something that 
will benefit the people of Harlow and I’m 
confident the service will become a suc¬ 
cess.” 

But he warned: “As a small firm we are 
taking a big risk by starting up this route and 
it’s really up to the passengers to make the 
most of the service. It’s a case of use it or 
lose it.” 


£10k reward for burglary suspect

THE number of motorists arrest¬ 
ed for drink-driving over the 
Christmas period has fallen by 31 
per cent, according to figures 
released this week by Essex 
Police. 

More than 5,200 motorists 
were stopped during the force’s 
four-week anti drink-drive cam¬ 
paign and 181 (3.4 per cent) were 
found to be over the limit or 
refused or failed to provide a sam¬ 
ple. 

Of those, 149 (82 per cent) 
were men and 32 (18 per cent) 
women. The majority were aged 
25 and over. 

Despite the drop in positive 
tests, Essex Police casualty reduc¬ 


tion manager Adam Pipe said he 
was disappointed there were still 
some some people willing to put 
themselves and other road users at 
risk by driving while under the 
influence. 

And he warned: “Although our 
Christmas anti-drink drive cam¬ 
paign has come to an end, this 
does not signify an end to our 
efforts to bring irresponsible driv¬ 
ers to justice. We will not tolerate 
drink or drug driving and deal 
with it robustly 365 days a year.” 

Last year 122 people were seri¬ 
ously injured or killed on the 
county’s roads as a result of a 
driver being under the influence 
of alcohol or drugs.

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The sailors stuck on 
ships in a frozen sea 



MORE than 1,000 crew 
members were forced 
to spend New Year’s 
Eve below deck after 
several ships got stuck 
in Arctic ice when 
plunging temperatures 
caused the sea to 
freeze over! 

Rescuers had to use 
a huge icebreaker to 
free two of the ships 
from the Sea of Okhotsk 
off the Russian coast - 
but a smaller rescue 
vessel sent in as backup 
ended up getting stuck itself! 
Rescue teams think it could 
take weeks to free all the ships 
from the frozen expanse, 


where the temperature is 
currently as low as -22C. 

The sailors have enough food 
and supplies to last for several 
weeks but with heavy storms 
forecast, rescue attempts 
could be made much more 
difficult. 

Speaking last week, Captain 
Antokhin told reporters: “The 
ice is very serious, frozen in 
layers, covered in snow and 
hard to pass through. It sticks 
onto the ship.” 

The sailors 1 plight has gripped 
the nation, with Russian Prime 
Minister Vladimir Putin even 
telephoning the captain of one 
of the ships to pass on the 
country’s best wishes.

THE human body is a 
wondrous piece of engineering. 
Its strength doesn’t come from 
the muscles and bones but 
from the heart and brain. 

They are the motors which drive 
ordinary men and women to 
achieve superhuman feats of 
endurance in the most 
unimaginable circumstances. 

One such person is Aron Ralston, 
an avid mountain climber who 
made headlines in the summer of 
2003 when he became trapped in 
the Blue John Canyon in Utah, his 
arm pinned against the wall of the 
canyon by a heavy boulder. 

After five days alone, with all hope 
seemingly lost and his strength 


evaporating in the sweltering heat, 
Ralston elected to amputate his 
trapped arm with a penknife in the 
hope he could run for help before 
losing too much blood. 

Director Danny Boyle and 
screenwriter Simon Beaufoy, who 
both won Academy Awards for 
Slumdog Millionaire, reunite for 
this electrifying adaptation of 
Ralston’s memoir, Between A Rock 
And A Hard Place, which reveals 
the internal monologue of a man 
who fully expected to die in the 
baking earth. 

The film opens with Aron (James 
Franco) preparings for a hiking trip. 
After a frenetic couple of hours on 
a mountain bike, he continues on 
foot and meets Megan (Amber 
Tamblyn) and Kristi (Kate Mara), 
who are lost. The trio flirt and enjoy 
a dip in a subterranean lagoon. 
Aron continues the trek alone but 
as he attempts to traverse 
Blue John Canyon, the 
rocks give way and send 
him plummeting to the 
bottom. 

127 Hours is brilliantly 
realised and Boyle employs 
a mosaic of flashbacks, 
memories and dreams to 
achieve the seemingly 
impossible feat of bringing 
energy and movement to a 
film that is set almost 
entirely in one location. 

It’s a visual tour-de-force 
that holds us spellbound, 
not least in the gory and 
bloody final scenes when 
Aron lops off his arm, bit 
by bit. 

The real Aron and his wife 
appear briefly over the end 
credits to confirm that life 
didn’t just go on after Blue 
John Canyon - it got 
better.

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Triumph of youth and experience

R ECENT years have seen 
Mercedes take a more 
adventurous approach to, 
well, everything. Long gone are 
the days when models would be 
replaced once a decade. 

Now the German firm is 
innovating like crazy and 
churning out some rather 
attractive motors. 

A case in point is the C-Class 
range. Compact executive 
saloons have always been a cut 
above cars from the likes of 
Ford and Vauxhall, but they’ve 
recently come under threat 
from Volkswagen, Volvo and 
other more mainstream brands. 
Mercedes’ C-Class neatly dodges 
any nasty rivalry by presenting 
a sharp-suited appearance to 
the world, with just the right 
amount of chrome but with 
plenty of road presence. 

This is certainly true of the 
Sport variant which benefits 
from a subtle but purposeful- 
looking AMG-branded bodykit. 
Deliberately pitched at a more 
youthful audience than 
Mercedes’ traditional 
customers, the C-Class Sport’s 
design strikes a good balance 
between executive 
responsibilities and sporting 
pretensions. 

It’s not just for looks, either. In 
Sport trim the Mercedes 
engineers have added a lowered

sports suspension package plus 
speed sensitive steering. Opt for 
an auto gearbox and the sports 
setting offers suitably tweaked 
shift points to please keen 
drivers. 

Out on the road this all 
translates into a noticeably 
firmer ride.The car’s sports- 
style seats certainly help, while 
the lower ride height is no 
gimmick. Along with a 
distinctly sharper steering feel, 
you can corner a little faster 
and the car will happily oblige - 
it’ll corner flatter and with 
more confidence, too. 

While this particular C-Class 
package might appeal to those 
of a younger disposition thanks 
largely to the increased 
sporting bias, there’s no shame 
in reaching for the sensible 


shoes when it comes to running 
costs. 

As such, it’s perfectly 
reasonable to opt for diesel 
power even for a performance 
Mercedes. And while there’s a 
noticeable bias towards tax and 
wallet-friendly motors, the 
company’s 250 CDI variant 
offers a good balance of 
economy and performance. 

Cars like the C250 CDI make a 
lot of sense if you do a lot of 
miles - performance is more 
than adequate and fuel 
economy is impressive, 
although the flagship C350 CDI 
is tempting if you want to do a 
lot of miles quickly. 

Still, with 204 horsepower and 
3681b/ft torque available that 
should be more than enough for 


all but the most demanding of 
drivers. 

In reality, day-to-day duties are 
dispatched with ease. As there’s 
so much torque available from 
low revs, stop-start driving is 
never a chore. Motorway 
cruising is similarly painless, 
while hustling the car along on 
your favourite back road is 
more enjoyable than you might 
think. 

With BMW and, more recently, 
Audi viewed as purveyors of 
sporting cars, it’s sometimes 
easy to forget that Mercedes has 
been quietly working at giving 
its models an edge. The results 
across the firm’s line-up have 
been positive, with the C-Class a 
more rounded proposition than 
its main rivals as ride comfort 
hasn’t been sacrificed in a 


misguided attempt to win 
praise from serial track-day 
junkies. 

For many people it’s the feel 
good factors - cabin design and 
quality, refinement, equipment 
- that are as important in the 
decision-making process as 
pure performance. And here, 
too, the C-Class scores highly 
The cabin boasts a distinctly 
modern and fresh look. The 
various major controls are 
placed where you expect them 
to be and the instruments are 
all up to Mercedes’ usual high 
standard.

England ace to 
clip Kiwis' wings 



NETBALL player Jo Harten does¬ 
n’t just want to beat New Zealand 
later this month - she wants to 
hammer the Commonwealth 
Games gold medallists into sub¬ 
mission! 

Harten’s England had to settle for 
bronze in Delhi last October, losing out 
in the semi-finals to World Champions 
Australia before downing Jamaica in the 
third-place play-off. 

It was in the group stage where they came 
unstuck against the Silver Ferns - crashing 
to a 47-41 defeat despite leading for large 
periods. 

Loughborough Lightning captain Harten, 
who lives on the Church Langley estate in 
Harlow, racked up an impressive 19-points 
haul. 

England managed a degree of revenge at 
the 2010 World Series in November with a 
narrow group stage victory, but were sunk in 
the final against the Kiwis - losing by an 
agonising two-points margin. 

With a three-match series against New 
Zealand getting under way this Saturday at 
the MEN Arena in Manchester - Harten is 
adamant England won’t let the Kiwis get off 
the ground. 

“It’s not just a case of picking up one win 
in the three games against one of the world’s 
best teams. I think if you ask anyone in the 
team, we all want to win our home Test 
series,” said the former St Mark’s Catholic 
School pupil. 

“Last year was definitely one of the best 
years for English netball since I have been 
involved, after picking up a bronze at the 
Commonwealth Games and then a silver at 
the World Series. 

“And it’s a case of backing up what we did 
in 2010 in 2011 and that obviously starts 
with the three games with New Zealand. 

“Every year we seem to be getting better 
and while there are still areas of our game 
we can still work on we know we are head¬ 
ing in the right direction still. 

“So New Zealand will be no different; 
even though they are a very good side we 
have shown we can more than match them. 

“At the Commonwealths we were leading 
them for three quarters of the match but 
couldn’t see the game out so that is our chal¬ 
lenge in these upcoming games.” 

At just 21, goal shooter Harten and 
Pamela Cookey will be responsible for rack¬ 
ing up the points against the Kiwis. 

And Harten is convinced consistency is 
key if England are to take their revenge. 

“Now we are establishing ourselves as one 
of the best teams in the world it is all about 
consistency and that is what is needed now,” 
added the Loughborough University student. 

“While the bronze in Delhi was great we 
were ah still a little bit disappointed because 
that was the first time we headed into the 
competition believing we could come away 


with the gold. 

“That shows the belief we now have in the 
squad and we definitely feel that we are up 
there with the top countries now and we have 
showed what we are capable of at the World 
Series and we intend to do the same in these 


games coming up against New Zealand.”

Passionate display

DESIRE and commitment 
were shown by the bucket¬ 
loads as Harlow defeated 
Enfield Ignatians at home to 
record only their second win 
of the season in an exciting 
game.
